L. A. Schools Do Teach 
Fundamentals—Jarvis

The curriculum of the Los 
Angeles City Schools was 
viewed before the City Board 
of Education last week by Su­ 
perintendent of Schools Ellis 
A. Jarvis in answer to recent 
reports that school offerings 
did not contain the necessary 
fundamentals.

Los Angeles' elementary 
schools present a curriculum 
to all students containing 19 
required subjects 16 of them 
required by the State's Educa­ 
tion Code and the system's 
junior and senior high schools 
list many more subjects than 
those prescribed by the State 
Education Code, Jarvis said. 

Subjects Told
Subjects taught in the Los 

Angeles City elementary 
schools include arithmetic, 
reading, spelling, writing, 
anguage, civics, geography, 

history, science, music, art, 
jractlcal arts, physical educa- 
ion, health, injurious effects 

of alcohol and narcotics, safe- 
.y, fire prevention, Spanish, 
and morals and manners.

Superintendent Jarvis also 
jointed out the Board that 50 
>er cent of the elementary 
school day is devoted to in­ 
struction In arithmetic, read- 
ng, spelling, writing, lan­ 

guage, and civics. I

In the junior and senior high 
schools, the basic minimum 
subjects required for all pu­ 
pils is as follows 12 semes­ 
ters of physical education, 10 
semesters of English, nine 
semesters of mathematics, five 
semesters of science, three 
semesters of practical arts, two

schools, grades 10 through 12. 
consist of two years of Knu- 
lish, 1'a years of sociel sit 
ies, 1'a years of science, 
one year of mathematics.

Courses Required
In reporting to the School 

Board, Jarvis pointed out that 
State law requires only three 
courses in high school physi­ 
cal education, American Con­ 
stitution and history, and driv­ 
er education.

"However," Jarvis said, "I 
wish to take this opportunity 
to call to the attention of the 
Board of Education and the cit- 
zens of tills community, the 
fact that the great majority of 
the school districts of this 
state prescribe minimum re­ 
quirements of much more 
comprehensive nature than is 
mandatory under the State 
law."

Minimum academic subject 
graduation requirements for 
all pupils from senior high

college preparatory currldula, 
they are required to take the 
following basic subjects three 
semesters of United States his­ 
tory and government, six se­ 
mesters of English, four 
semesters of mathematics (in­ 
cluding algebra and geometry), 
two semesters of a selected 
college preparatory laboratory 
science, four semesters of for­ 
eign language, and a major 
course of study of at least 
three full semesters in either 
science, mathematics, or for­ 
eign language,

Jarvis also announced thai a 
specially named Committee on 
Graduation Requirements and 
Curricula is now carrying on 
a comprehensive study. This
